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1. The DDR Ministry of Foreign Trade has informed the Ministry of 
Smelting and Ore Mining that agelivery of the following imports 
cannot. be guaranteed: 


a, Lead concentrate with lead content of 2,600 tons 

b, Tin ore concentrate with a tin content of 100 tons 

c. Nickel ore concentrate with a nickel content of 
100 tons. 


2. Realization ef the DDR planned production of copper is en= 
danzered by the fact that domestic sources of ore have not, to 
date, met their quotas; in the first two months of 1952, the 
copper production plan was fulfilled by only 80 percent - a 
result of the low quantity and quality of the ore supplied, 


3. Current deliveries of scrap metal are in line with established 
quotas with the exception of deliveries of scrap lead. VHZ 
Schrott is scheduled to deliver 12,000 tons of serap lead in 
1952; deliveries during the first two months of this year 
amounted to only 75 percent of the required amount. 


4. According to plan, the following amounts of metal ingots are 
to be imported in 1952: 


a, 10,000 tous of copper 

bt, 3,600 tons of aluminum and alloys 
c. 9,300 tons of crude zinc 

d. 500 tons of crude and refined tin 
e, 500 tons of nickel. 


It is not known to what extent these import figures can be 
realized. In 1951, however, only 72.8 percent of the plan for 
semi-finished products could be filled because of failure to 
meet import quotas. Experience in 1951 further demonstrated 
that if the import plan is not met, the DDR metallurgical in- 
dustry suffers in order that the SAG plants may receive complete 
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eupply deliveries. for this reason, the !inistry of Smelting end 
2 nanan has proposed that domestic and import gvotas be merged 
completely, and that distribution of supplies from both sLOcKS 

be undertaken in procortien to quota clains if supply wlans cre 
mot met. 


>. EA 195. tae production of Lead was 3,000 tons under the figure 
cailed for in the plan. The recasting contracts approved ov 
V2 Schrott also amounted to 3,000 tons. If, according to the 
rearrangement (sic), the anorovals for recasting are sarried ovt by 
tne State Secretariat for Material Sucply in 1952, if may be ex. 
pected that stil. more recasting’ will be done. The tate Secsetormiat 
wild. approve such recasting in the current year, ¢:pecially for lead 
destined for the chemical industry, since it sees no other pessibil- 
ities of supplying this customer. If the 1952 ae aE. te be net, 
the scrap metal. plan must be fulfilled. To this end, the Ministry 
of Smelting and Ore ‘lining has suggested either phat NO THOTE re- 
asting work be aporoved and the serap sllocated for recasting 
remain with VUZ Schrols, o» that vreeasting contracts contribute 
to the fulfiliment. of the metallurgical production plan. The 
Latter proposal would suarantee tie necessary supplies. ab present 
ne situalion is such taat. because of lack of supplies, the re~ 
casting cannot, be carried cut by the metallursicel inéusiry. 


5. The unequal distribution of metal production in the past year denon- 
straicd that herein “ies one cause of the non-fulfillment of the non- 
ferrous meta: predaucLion plan, especially the low procuction of semie 
finisned commicditics. one example of this follows: on the one hand, 
pure aluccbiun Sheets are offered by SAG Hetistedt. Feectories ef 
the metallurgical incustry could deliver these as pure aluminum 
piated snects for the same purposes on the other ‘and, metallureical 
dudusiory plants could not obtain their sumply quotas, as denoustrate 
in the. following table (for exe waple, eaffieient pure cluminum is not. 
avallabie for P5411 orcduetion’:
